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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 78-93 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teaches an apparatus 
for manufacturing a structure having a gas-liquid separating element comprising restricting 
means for restricting the energy transfer from an energy supplying head to a working portion of 
the gas-liquid separating element so that the working portion is unaffected by the energy 
generated from the energy supplying head, wherein the working portion faces the opening, 
passes gas therethrough, and blocks passage of the liquid in the combination as claimed.
